A ccording to th e president, the im-' 
m e d ia te agricu ltu ral problem 
is 
to 
bridge over th e difficulties resulting 
from 
abn o rm al 
and 
w ar-stim ulated 
surpluses. 
He added: 
“T h e ag ricu ltu re problem of today 
Is not on th e side of production, but 
on the side of distribution. 
Too little 
th ou g h t has been given to this phase. 
U p to the p re se n t tim e the main em ­ 
p h asis of our a gricultural education 
h a s been placed upon production. 
I 
believe th a t was right, because un­ 
less th e re is econom y and efficiency 
in production, th e re is no need for 
th o u g h t in any o th e r direction. 
But 
o u r ex perien ce of the last few years 
h a s d em o n strated th a t it is 
by no 
m ean s enough. 
T he farm e r is net 
only a producer, he is likew ise a m e r­ 
ch an t. 
It does him no good to g< t 
q u a n tity production, in fact it may 
do him harm , unless he can likew ise 
have scientific m arketing. 
I w ant to 
see courses in co-operative m ark etin g 
a n d farm econom ics along side of soil 
c hem istry and anim al husbandry. 
I 
w a n t to see a good farm er on a good 
farm raise a good c ro p and secure a 
good price. 
“In a few years th e n atural increase 
o f population and th e inevitable te n ­ 
dency to industrialization will place 
us am ong the nations producing a def­ 
icit ra th e r than a surplus of agricul­ 
tu ra l staples. 
W e w ere fairly on th e 
v erge of 
th a t 
condition w hen the 
•world w a r gave a te m p o ra ry and a rti­ 
ficial stim ulation to agriculture, which 
u ltim ately brought disastro u s conse­ 
quences. 
Even today, if in m aking up 
o u r balance sheet we include our re ­ 
q u ire m e n ts of coffee, tea, sug ar and 
wool, we alread y have a considerable 
a g ricu ltu ral deficit. 
“ It m ay not he 
generally known, 
but even now we consum o m ore calo­ 
rie s of food In this c o u n try than we 
produce. 
T h e m ain reason is th a t we 
do not raise n e a r enough sugar. 
O ur 
only ag ricu ltu ral ex po rts of 
co nse­ 
quence are cotton, m eat products and 
w heat, and as to the tw o latter, it 
m ust be plain th at th e scales will 
shortly tu rn against us. 
W e shall be 
not only an ag ricultural im porting n a ­ 
tion, but in the lives of m any who 
a re now am ong u$, we a re likely to 
he one of the gre a test of th e agricu l­ 
tu ra l buying nations. 
In this lies the 
a ssu ra n c e to 
th e A m erican 
farm e r 
th a t his own future is secure enough. 
B ut he m ust re a d ju st his m ethods of 
production and 
m ark e tin g until 
ht 
com es w ithin sight of th e new day 
O ur im m ediate problem has been to 
c a rry him through th e 
Intervening 
period of 
abnorm al 
and w ar-stim u­ 
lated surpluses. 
A fter that, we shall 
face the real problem of our long fu­ 
ture: 
the problem of m a intain ing a 
prosperous, self-reliant, confident a g ri­ 
culture in a country prep o n d eran tly 
com m ercial and in d u s tria l"

C om m issioner H aynes declared th ere 
would lie no change w h atev er in the 
federal law enforcem ent policy and 
no relaxation w h atev er in the efforts 
to enforce th e law in all such cases 
T his sta te m e n t was m ade following 
the acquittal of R epresen tativ e Hill 
of M aryland on charges of m aking 
wine of ll per cent alcoholic content. 
Prohibition en forcem en t officials in­ 
dicated the Hill decision would be ig- 
io»ed by the d epartm ent. 
“I am clearly of the opinion,” said 
Prohibition 
C om m issioner 
H aynes. 
‘ th a t fruit juices of 
th e 
alcoholic 
stren gth of 
th a t ad m itted to 
have 
been m ade by Representative Hill a le 
in fact intoxicating and this unit will 
ake notice of all such cases as a re 
m ade to a p p e a r h e re a fte r as hereto- 
ore. and th e law 
enfo rcem en t will 
proceed as before. 
It should be borne 
in mind th a t R ep resen tativ e Hill was 
acquitted by a jury on a question of 
act and th a t th ere was no holding 
by the judge to th e effect th a t wine 
of l l per cent of alcoholic stre n g th 
is not in fact intoxicating.’’ 
Regarding the opinion of Ju d g e So­ 
per in the sam e case th a t the m a n u ­ 
facture and possession of cider and
